A GREAT OUTPOURING TO LISTEN 


TO BLAINE. 


A ddresses by P atrick Ford, E agan 
and H ealy—The Duty o f Irish­ 
m en in This Cam paign.

N ew Yop.k, October 25th.—The 
Irishmen 
turned out in full force to night to attend the 
mass meeting of the Irish Protectionisis at 
Madison Square Garden. The immense build­ 
ing was crowded to overflowing half an hour be­ 
fore the meeting was called to order, and the ad­ 
jacent streets were thronged with people eager 
to get a glimpse of James G. Blaine, the attrac­ 
tion oi the evening. Some 7,000 persons were in 
the building at S o’clock, when Judge A. L. 
Morrison, of Arizona, read, on behalf of Chair­ 
man Patrick Ford, an address in which these 
passages occurred: 
“ We are here to-night not as Irishmen to con­ 
sult for the interests of Ireland, but as Ameri­ 
cans to 
discuss 
American 
affairs, 
with 
American ends in view. 
We are 
a for­ 
eign 
element, as loose phraseology might 
imply. But we refuse to so regard ourselves 
This land is our home, and in the present na­ 
tional contest we see only the republic, and are 
concerned only for her wellarc. For us party 
lines are obliterated. We know only Americans 
and anti-Americans. The man who fights under 
the Hag of English free trade, no m atter of what 
race he may he, whether lie knows it or not, is 
practically one of the English enemy. On the 
other hand, the man who lights under the flag 
of protection to American labor—whether na­ 
tive or foreign-born—that man we hail as a com­ 
rade, a brother and an American.’’ 
Patrick Egan and David H ealey spoke, and 
Mr. Blaine com m enced after this message from 
G eneral H arrison h ad been read : 


A GREETING FROM GENERAL HARRISO N. 
“ I gratefully accept the congratulations of the 
Irish-American Protectionists now assembled in 
mass meeting in Madison Square Garden, and 
in return congratulate them upon the magnif­ 
icent Impulse their intelligent zaal has given to 
the cause of protection in this campaign. 
“ B e n j. H a r r iso n.” 
BLAINE’S SPEECH. 
Mr. Chairman: I speak to night to men of 
Irish birth, but not in relation to their connec­ 
tion with the British Empire. I speak to them 
in relation to their citizenship to this great 
American Republic [applause . 
and of the 
duties they owe, and to the policies they should 
pursue; and I gather that the strongest lesson 
for an Irishman in America is to he found in his 
experience in his native land. Tile lairest and 
almost the richest portion of all Europe is des­ 
tined to poverty and to suffering and to the 
exile of millions of her children because of 
misgovemment — destined primarily to utter 
financial ruin, because her people were not al­ 
lowed to adopt lor her own use and her own ad­ 
vantage that principle of protection lor which 
all irishmen 
should 
struegle in 
America. 
[Cheers.] 
So gteat is the agricultural wealth of 
Ireland that only forty years ago she shipped a 
g n ater amount of produce across the channel 
to England than the United States exported to 
all countries-greater than the Empire of Russia 
sent to the other countries oí Europe; and with 
all this 
W H E R E IS IRELA ND TO -DAY? 
She shares the fate of ail countries purely 
agricultural. She shares the fate that would, 
in a larger degree, overtake us if the free trader 
should have his way and reduce us to an agri­ 
cultural people. [Applause.] And yet to-night 
I fear that the Irish voters of America (or Irish- 
American voters) will cast their bal lots on the 
Ctli day of November as the present Govern­ 
m ent of England would desire them to cast it. 
[Cries of “No! Xo!’’J I wish you could make 
that “No!” the large majority of the Irish

*V Wfisflingtou [groans] urging the re-election 
of Cleveland; and you can never interpret a 
letter until you know the letter that called it 
forth. 
To get the whole gist and meaning of 
the correspondence you must have Ixith sides 
of it, and this letter from the British Min­ 
ister was called forth by a letter from California 
written by a native of England. 
Blaine then read the letter, in which the 
writer states to Mr. Sackville West that his faith 
had been shaken by President Cleveland s Ad­ 
ministration, and he writes to the British Min­ 
ister to dissolve his doubt, and Mr. West savs to 
the California man that the recent proceedings 
of the President were only a little by-play 
which does not mean anything. He need not 
be afraid, and all the other English voters can 
go ahead with perfect confidence.

‘Not a particle of harm, so long as you mark 
them private; and as long as you mark them 
private they will have so much more beneficial 
effect when they get into public print.'

equal to the enormous sum of «60,000.000, and 
they say we have got too high a tariff. If that 
iron and steel had been made here it meant 
good wages for the whole year for 300.000 labor­ 
ers [applause], and from the average size of 
family dependent upou them, It meant 1,500,000 
persons t> bo fed, and barks to be clothed out 
of this 5160,000,000.

BOMBSHELLS FALL IHTO THE DEMO- 
CEATIC CAMP. 


Elsewhere we publish in full the letter 
addressed to lord Sackville West, British 
Minister at Washington, it is vouched lor 
s? genuine, as written by a Briton, by the 
ed.tor of the Los Angeles Timer over hit 
personal signature. 
We print also the 
letter of response 
bv 
Minister West, 
vouched for by himself in an interview 
w.th the Ban Francisco Examiner's Wash­ 
ington correspondeut. 
Two things are perfectly clear; that the 
letters make Democrats gnash their teeth 
v. ith rage, and that Lord Sackville West 
has impertinently interfered with Ameri­ 
can politics and thus affronted the whole 
people. 
We invite our readers to peruse the two 
le ters attentively. Take the letter of in­ 
quiry and note what a perfect air of sin­ 
cerity prevadssit. The writer givesM¡nister 
W cst the impression that he is perfectly 
w i'.iing to vote for Mr. Cleveland if he can 
be assured by so high au authority as Lord 
Sackville that Grover Cleveland is insincere 
in his bluster about the northeast coast 
ti iieries. Of that he assumes the Minister 
can assure him. So too he wishes to be 
confirmed by his Lordship in his own sus­ 
picion that Mr. Cleveland speaks only with 
the mouth aud not from the heart when 
lie talks of retaliatory measures. He ex­ 
presses his gratification 
that 
President 
Cleveland is “ sound on the free trade 
question,” and he lubricates his lines with 
a delicious bit of reference to the dynamite 
echool of Ireland, that be was fully aware 
would tickle Minister \\ est's ear, and 
winds up the real pith of his letter by as­ 
surance of his own insincerity in becoming 
a uaiuralized citizen. 
It is simply amazing that so sagacious a 
matt as Minister West could commit him ­ 
self to answering a letter that is in itself 
impertinent, and confesa-* that the .iritt/ 
is iusincere in ins citizenship. For he tePs 
the Minister in efiect that he is more at­ 
tached to the country he has foresworn 
than to that to which he b3S solemnly 
given his allegiance. He really offers Min­ 
ister West an insult when he says to him : 
“ You are at the fountain-head of knowl­ 
edge. You know whether Mr. Cleveland's 
present policy is temporary, ‘ molasses to 
catch flies,' bait for gudgeons, or whether 
he really means to make commercial war 
upon Canada. You know whether he really 
means free trade ; you know whether I can 
better serve England by voting for Cleve­ 
land than for Harrison. You perceive that’I 
am unconscionable, and though a citizen of 
the Republic, I prefer first to do service to 
England, consulting not the interests of my 
adopted country until 1 ascertain the de­ 
sires of that I have abandoned.” In other 
words.this ktter-writer plainly tells Minister 
West that he—and he libels many an other 
Englishman by classing all with himself— 
is ready if need be to politically betray his 
adopted land if it will conserve British in­ 
terests, for there appears no expression of a 
primal interest in America. That is the 
spirit and tone of the letter; it admits of 
the. fullest interrelation in that direction, 
and indicates a great deal more of insin­ 
cerity and political meanness than it ex­ 
presses. 
Coming now to the response of the Min­ 
ister, the reader will readily see that it con­ 
victs him of insensibility. Such a letter as 
he received should have met either with 
the rebuke born of an honest and indignant 
mind, or the contempt of dead silence. 
T atitinvited him toim pertinently meddle 
in American politics by advising voters 
an 1 thus violate all the diplomatic code of 
ethics, was in itself an affront which ap­ 
pears, however, not to have penetrated the 
sensibilities of Minister West. 
With his correspondent’s letter before 
him, anil the full importance of his reply 
impressed upon him —for the Minister ad­ 
mits in the interview referred to that he 
expected his response to be shown to and 
to influence others—this trained diplomat 
informes the Pomona writer that he “ fully 
appreciates the difficulty he finds in casting 
his vote,” He warns him that it is un- 
pular to “ openly " favor England at this 
moment, and thai the Democratic party “is 
fu.lv aware of the fact." But he gives his 
correspondent to understand that by voting 
fi r Mr. Cleveland he will not offend “ the 
mother country.” He concludes his letter 
by referring his correspondent to an article 
in the New York Times, a paper owned and 
directed by a former subject of her Majesty, 
and which journal is at this time, as in 
1SS4, supporting Mr. Cleveland. 
The sum of the matter is that Minister 
West and his correspondent have lifted the 
lion’s skin and exposed the heels of the 
as-: that the Minister has impertinently 
meddled with the political affairs of the 
C o u n try to which he is accredited, given 
advice in favor of one and against another 
political party, and deserves the censure of 
a recall. 
In that conclusion we are for 
once in entire accord with our Democratic 
contemporary, the San Francisco Examiner, 
the wrath and chagrin of which we as’ ‘fully 
appreciate,” as does Minister West the situ­ 
ation of the voter at Pomona who needs 
advice from a foreign Minister how to dis­ 
charge his duty as a citizen. 
But while Minister West has afLonted 
the people of the United Slates and has 
committed a breach of the proprieties, the 
consequences of which he cannot escape, 
he has rendered valuable service to Amer­ 
ican voters ; tir3t by indorsmg, as the very 
fact of his making a response does, all tbe 
P mona correspondent says of the anxiety 
of the English to promote Mr. Cleveland’s 
election; aud secondly, by affirming what 
the English press has repeatedly alleged, 
that the desire of the English people and 
Government is the establishment ol free 
trade, the opening of the United States as 
a free market for Englaud, and the conse­ 
quent decline of American industries. Or, 
as the Sheffield Inde¡>cndcnl puts it, “Tbe 
re-election of President Cleveland means 
free trade in America, *nd free trade there 
means several years of prosperity iu Shef­

shows from the statistical collations of Ed­ 
ward Atkinson, while the 
increase of 
wealth as indicated by production br^s been 
great, it has been under a protec'ive »ystetn, 
and under it since 1865 the wages of skilled 
workmen have advanced 188 per cent., of 
mechanics, and machinists 90 per cent, 
factory operative!, etc.. 78 per cert., labor­ 
ers 66 per cent. So, then, the augmentation 
of wealth has inureU to the benefit of the 
wagc-earner and in greate* ie;ree thin 
ever before known in any country. It will 
be remembered that not long ago we .piloted 
from Mr. Atkinson’» monograph, in which 
he showed that about 90 per cent, of the 
earningsof capital go to tbe joint factors pro­ 
duction and labor, wliile the reward of the 
capitalist is but 10 per cent. However the 
figures of the statistician may be used, and 
whatever their capacity for varied applica­ 
tion, it remains true that under the present 
system the country has been prosperous, 
and that it is folly to trade off ceilaiuty for 
theory. 


A BLANKET PARTY. 


Let us suppose that a Republican Ad­ 
ministration had sent to France or Ger- 
iniuy to buy shoea for the soldiers of the 
American army in order to save 15 or 20 
cents a pair by passing the cargo in tree of 
duty, would the Democracy have per­ 
mitted the Republican party to have heard 
the last of it? Yet the Democratic Admin­ 
istration of Grover Cleveland, to save 30 
cents per pair by passing them in free of 
duty, bought the new blankets for the 
United States 
army in 
England, end

Cleveland, at the expense of American in­ 
dustries? For thirty cents per pair on 
English cheap-iabor blankets, Mr. Cleve­ 
land’s Administration sold itself to E rg’i?h 
manufacturers. It did a great deal more: 
it could not cave saved the thirty cents; 
it could have had no excuse for buying in 
England except 
by 
handicapping 
the 
American worker by removal of the pro­ 
tective barrier of the duty. It therefore 
suspended the tariff, as it has the power to 
do fie- entry nf pnrehnses made abroad for

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free. 
Tais is so understandable ami simple a 
case that the dullest intelligence cannot 
fail to comprehend all its litt eness, nor to 
perceive precisely what such a policy means. 
It is a free trade drift, and the blanket 
purchase is but an indication of what the 
Democratic party will strive to do if re­ 
seated at Washington. 


That was a most vulnerable argument 
advanced by Secretary Bayard in a recent 
speech. He declared that the increase of 
our population between 1880 and 1687 was 
55 per cent., while the increase of the 
dairy products was 75 per cent., the cotton 
increase was 112 per cent., wool 100 per 
cent., pig iron 125 per cent, and construc­ 
tion of railways 223 per cent.

In another column we present a speech 
made in 1880 by General U. S. Grant, giv­ 
ing his reasons for adhesion to the Repub­ 
lican party. They arc set forth in a few 
terse, straightforward, vigorous sentences. 
Like the action of the great soldier who 
uttered them, they go to the center; they 
are unmistakable in their direction and 
irresistible in their force. They should not 
be marred, or the symmetry of the address 
be injured by any attempt to more briefly 
state them.

83 wise counsel from one who was tried in 
the fire of attempted disruption of the 
Union, and proved his right to speak by 
his heroism in the field, and his firmness 
aud patriotism in tbe Chair of State.

WHY HE VOTED WITH THE RE­ 


p u b l ic a n pa r t y . 


O ne o f th e Very F ew S peeches M ade 
by th e G re at G en eral o f th e 
U nion A rm ies. 


At 11 arren, Ohio, on the 28ih of Sep­ 
tember, I8S0. the Hon. Roscos Conkling 
addressed a Republican mass meeting, and 
General U. S. Grant presided. Before in­ 
troducing the Senator, General Grant said : 
In view of tbe known character aud 
ability of the speaker who is loaddressyou 
to-day, and his long public career and 
association with the leading statesmen of 
this country for the past twentv years, it 
would not be becoming in me to detain 
you with niauy remarks of my own. But 
it may be proper for me to accouut to you 
on tbe first occasion of niv presiding at 
political meetings for the faith that is in me. 
I am a Republican, as the two great 
political parties are now divided, because 
the Republican party is a national partv 
seeking the greatest good for the greatest 
number of citizens. There is not a pre­ 
cinct in this vast nation where a Democrat 
cannot cast his ballot and have it counted 
as cast.

(’ONE COM M UTED. 


J a d e e Ttucklcy t a j s H e C annot M odify 


t h e * s e u t e n e e . 
n the Police Court yesterday Judge Buckley 
listened to an argument on the question of the 
modification of the sentence of W. W. Cone, con­ 
victed of petit larceny in appropriating to his 
own use a money order sent to him by mistake. 
Cone was sentenced in the Police Court to six 
months in the County Jail, without the alter­ 
native of a tine. An appeal was taken to the 
Superior Court, and Judge Armstrong on Wed­ 
nesday affirmed the decision of the lower Court 
and refu' ed to modify the sentence. 
Yesteidsy morning Cone ap]>eared in Court 
with his young wife, who wept bitterly during 
the argument, and finally joined her právers for 
mercy to those of the attorney. When the Court 
finally decided that it was not in his power to 
modity the sentence, the scene was indeed a 
trying one, and roused the sympathies of even 
those who are ealloused by continuous attend­ 
ance at Court. 
Mr. Anderson made one of the most earnest 
and eloquent appeals in behalt of his client 
ever listened to in the Police Court. Ho said 
th at he recognised the proposition thut the laws 
are intended to be just, and are just, but often 
hi the admi nstration of the laws we find in- 
t'iu a ities and injustice. 
In this case there had 
been a grave doubt whether the crime of lar­ 
ceny had been committed, but the case had 
been decidid, and with that he had nothing 
further to do; but he did not think that it was 
one involving moral turpitude, as in the case ol 
hardened criminals. The defendant was a man 
of standing iu the community and a man of 
character—of this the Court was bound to take 
notice, lt was not the policy of the law to ruin 
a man absolutely and unqualifiedly. The ob­ 
ject of the law was to mete out a punishment 
commensurate with the offense committed 
He 
thought that the judgment had been rendered 
without that due deliberation aud 
careful 
tnought wlueh should characterize the decis­ 
ions of a Court. 
In such a case as this a light 
flue 
would 
have 
as 
much 
effect 
as 
a 
heavy 
penalty, 
and 
he 
thought 
the 
judgment 
was 
in 
excess 
of 
the 
crime 
charged, assuming that the defendant was 
guilty. He believed that it was a m aU erthat 
rested entirely with the conscience oi the Judge, 
and that the prosecution had no right to come 
into Cour. and attempt to influence the Judge. 
He bed ihat right, as counsel forthe defendant, 
because he appeared iu behalf of hum anity aud 
011 the side oí mi rcy. He held that the Court 
had absolute power and control over its judg­ 
ments untri they were executed. Of course this 
was not written down in the statute, but it was 
one ol those unwritten laws that is higher than 
the statutes and iiom which there was 110 ap­ 
peal. There was no written law ior withhold­ 
ing commitments, but the Court exercised that 
power continually. He reviewed the proceed­ 
ings iu the ease at length and cited authorities 
In support ot his position. 
C. T. Joues, who had assisted the City Attor­ 
ney in the prosecution of the case, replied to the 
arguments of Mr. Anderson. He said that he 
was 
not 
present 
because 
he desired 
10 
be, 
nor 
through 
any 
ill-feeling 
toward 
the 
defendant, 
but 
because 
he 
could 
not permit a motion to be made which was ridi­ 
culous on its lace without replying to it. He 
had never heard oi such a proceeding, and did 
not believe that counsel ever had before. There 
was uo such thing as an unwritten law. Juries 
sometimes rendered decisions contrary to law, 
hut when they did so it was in violation of their 
oaths. He claimed that the whole question 
was settled by Section 1263 of the code, which 
reads; " I f the ’udginent against the defend­ 
ant Ls aflirmea, the original judgment must be 
enforced." If anything had liaDpeued since 
the trial to show that the judgment was too 
severe, the only wav to reach it was to appeal 
to the Governor. If the Court would inform the 
Governor that something had developed since 
the trial to induce him to believe that the judg­ 
m ent was too severe, he believed the Governor 
wou! J,-w en to the appeal. 
Mr.mnderson replied with a great deal of 
spirit and bitterness. He intimated that bis 
client was being persecuted by the police force, 
aud 
said 
that 
numerous 
criminals 
had 
ticen 
discharged 
or 
punished 
w ith 
light 
fiDes 
tor 
much 
greater 
offenses. He cited the case of Tom. Anderson, 
charged with robbery, convicted of larceny and 
sentenced to three months ill the County Jail. 
He begged the Court to be merciful and give 
the defeudatil the privilege of paying a fine in ­ 
stead of gotng to prison- If there was no law 
for m oiityiug the judgment there was none 
against it. 
Mrs. Cone appealed to the Judge for mercy. 
Judge Buckley was evidently deeply moved 
by the appeals made to him, but said that he 
could not grant the motion without violating 
his oath. He believed that .Section 1263 governs 
the case, and he could not change the judgment 
under that section. The only remedy was in an 
appeal to the Governor. 
He was satisfied if the 
judgm ent was modified the defendant could be 
released 011 babeas corpus. 
City Attorney Church finally suggest d to Mr. 
Audcr-on that he appeal to Judge Armstrong 
for a further hearing in the matter, and couuscl 
announced that he would do so. 
Cone was then committei? to the custody of 
the Sheriff.

I ndianapolis, October 25th.—This city put on 
quite a holiday appsarance to-day iu honor of 
the Republican Workingmen's demonstration. 
The weather was simply perfect. The demon­ 
stration, in some of its features, was the most 
notable in the campaign, though not the largest. 
The management of the afi'air was entirely in 
the hands of labor representatives, the chief of 
whom were Charles H. Litchman, ex-Secretary 
of the Knights of Labor; Robert D. Layton, of 
Pittsburg; Ecclos Robinson, Master Workman of 
the Glass-Workers' 
Assembly 
of Pittsburg, 
assisted by John R. Rankin, Marshal Woods and 
other prominent local labor leaders. 
Hon. Wm. McKinley aud Senator Henry W. 
Blair, the principal speakers of the day, arrived 
early this morning aud were received by a com­ 
mittee at the depot. The lormer called upon 
General Harrison during llie morning, aud the 
General took him lor a drive about the eity. 
In the afternoon a procession was formed, aud 
after marching through the principal streets 
went to General Harrison's residence, where 
the column opened ranks, and the General’s 
carriage, with its escorts, passed down the en­ 
thusiastic line to Tomlinson's Hall. 
The big anditorum of the hail was rapidly 
filled to overflowing. Many ladies occupied 
seats on the stand, among them Mrs Harrison, 
in front of the stage stats were occupied bv the 
color-bearers of the various organizations, their 
banners prsenting a novel appearance. 
The 
marchers carried their ilsgs and labor emblems 
into the hall with them, aud as 


GENERAL HARRISON APPEARED, 
Accompanied by ex-Secretary Litchman. the 
vastaudience arose and shaking their flags and 
hats, cheered frantically for full five minutes. 
In point of enthusiasm, but one other demon­ 
stration surpassed that of to day. 


SPEECH OF A W AGE-WORKER. 
L. W. McDaniels, a locally prominent ncm- 
ber of the Typographical Union, presided, and 
in his address, smong other things, said: We 
are here to repudiate the authority claimed by 
a few provisional men, who speak for the 
wage-workers of Indiana, to deny the truthful­ 
ness of their statements, and to contradict the 
ass rtiuu that there is other than a kiudlv feel­ 
ing amopg the workingmen of Indiana toward 
General Harrison. [Cheers.] General Harrison 
has never acted tne blatant demagogue by 
making loud professions, yet we have evidence 
of bis earnest sympathy and sincere friendship 
ou more than one occasion—notably his advo­ 
cacy, while in the Senate, of the bill makiug 
arbitration a means of settlement of labor 
troubles, and excluding contract labor from 
our shores, [cheers] Also, the bill prohibit­ 
ing the use of convict labor 011 Government 
works, or the purchasing by the Government of 
auv products of convict labor. [Cheers.] 
McDaniels closed by pledging the support of 
those present. 


GENERAL HARRISO N'S REPLY. 
As the General rose to respond there was 
another demonstration. He appeared greativ 
moved. He s]*ike with great earnestness, and 
began by saving that lie hud listened during the 
summer and fall to many addresses, full ol the 
kindest expressions toward him personally, but 
among them all uoue had been more grateful or 
had more deeply touche 1 him than this great 
assemblage ot tne workingmen of Indiana and 
the kind words addressed to him in their behalf. 
“Early iu the campaign,” continued he "people 
claifping to s]>eak for the laboring men, but 
really iu the employ of the Democratic party 
managers, promulgated through the newspa­ 
pers 
and 
by 
campaign publications that 
were given without the indorsement of the Dem­ 
ocratic campaign managers, but were paid lor 
by their iunds and circulated under their au­ 
spices, a number of false and scandalous stories 
relating to my attitude toward organized lator.

I will not follow in detail this long catalogue 
of campaign slanders, but will only add that it 
is equally fa ee that anywhere, or at anv time, I 
ever spoke disparagingly of my fellow-citizens 
of Irish nativity or ol Irish descent. Many of 
them are enroll ug themselves on the side of 
protection of Ame lean labor, and this created 
a necessity for the story.
